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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 
In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 43-58 and 61-78, drawn to a genetically modified pre-adipocyte cell, 
wherein said cell comprises a recombinant nucleic acid coding a REV-ERB 
ALPHA receptor and methods for identifying compounds that modulate adipocyte 
differentiation, wherein a test compound is contacted with a population of 
genetically modified pre-adipocyte cells comprising a recombinant nucleic acid 
coding a REV-ERB ALPHA receptor. 
Group II, claims 59 and 60, drawn to methods for identifying compounds that modulate 
adipocyte differentiation, wherein said method comprises contacting a test 
compound and a nucleic acid comprising sequence SEQ ID NO: 1 or a functional 
equivalent thereof, in the presence of the PPAR GAMMA receptor. 
Group III, claim 79, drawn to a defective recombinant virus, wherein it comprises in its 
genome a nucleic acid coding a REV-ERB ALPHA receptor. 
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2. The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

3. Group I recites the special technical feature, a genetically modified pre-adipocyte cell, which 
is not required by the methods of Group II or the product of Group III. 

4. Group II recites the special technical feature, PPAR GAMMA receptor, which is not required 
by the methods of Group I or the product of Group III. 

5. Group III recites the special technical feature, defective recombinant virus, which is not 
required by the methods of Groups I or II. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, have acquired a separate 
status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, and the search required 
for any of Group I-III is not required for any other of Group I-III, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
